And 
even though they seem to be 
splendid, every day means harder 
and harder work.

generations are often better than one! 


rookie. I felt safer when he was my 
tag team partner. I could protect 
him. 

“Mike made his choice, though, 
and we had to respect it. So I did 
everything to help him. We became 
tag team partners not only so I 
could protect him, but to also keep 
tabs on his progress. All in all, my 
plan worked out very well. Look at 
the results.” 

Today, Mike is one of the 
leading wrestlers in the world. He 
can claim victories over many top 
contenders. His father doesn’t have 
to worry about protecting him. 
This doesn’t mean the pair doesn’t 
still team together. 

“We're one of the best tag teams 
around,” Eddie says, “but it’s not 
like it used to be. Now, Mike is an 
equal partner. He’s become a smart 
wrestler. When he talks, I listen. 

“Nobody has the final word. If 
we can’t decide on something, we 
discuss it, not always calmly, and 
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Mike Graham, who learned his wrestling from one of the sport's greatest grapplers, his 
father Eddie, pulls away from a figure-four leglock that has caused Mr. Sato to scream 
(above). Graham has mastered many of his father’s famous holds.

“Many sons go into their fathers’ 
businesses,” Eddie points out. 

It may 
be more dangerous than most, but 
it’s still a business. Mike went into 
business with me. 

“If he wasn’t any good,” Eddie 


declares, “I'd have done my best to 
discourage him. But he’s a top 
professional. He can take the 
pressure and take the pain. I trust 
him as a fellow wrestler. As longas 
there’s trust and respect, there can 
be no problems. Not real 
problems, anyway.” 

Mike agrees. 

“I work well with my father,” he 
states, “and our record proves it. If 
we didn’t do well, we'd stop. It'd be 
a decision between two 
professionals. Nothing else would 
change. He'd still be my father and 
I'd be expected for Sunday dinner. 

“ve had other partners since I 
started wrestling and so has he. It 
didn’t bother either of us. I figure 
there are 20 wrestlers that I could 
team up with. My father is one of 
them. He’s probably the best for 
any number of reasons. Most 
importantly, I enjoy working with 
him. He’s been a top wrestler for 
the last two decades. You have to 
respect that. 

“We're good together. On the 
same team we have youth and 
maturity. We're also good at 
working together. We've been 
working together ever since I was 
born!” 

Watching the two men work isa 
study in how a tag team should 
operate. They practice each move 
over and over, giving advice and 
analyzing everything. Nothing is 
left to chance. Each man listens 
seriously to what the other has to 
say. Even their physical 
movements remind one of a bond 
formed from respect and mutual 
admiration. 

When the training session is 
over, a transformation seems to 
occur. Eddie becomes a father and 
Mike becomes a son. The younger 
man asks the older one for advice 
about any number of things. The 
father asks about his son’s life, 
reminding him to call his mother. 

As Mike leaves, Eddie smiles 
and tells an interviewer, “I'm a lucky 
guy.” We’re sure his son feels the 
same way.

“Since Bobby is being patched 
up right now, | haven't had a 
chance to sit down and talk to 
him about this yet,’ Skoaland 
said. “But when he's ready, 
we're going to: have an 
important man-to-man talk and 
Straighten out any doubts he 
may have.” 

Backlund’s immediate 
reaction to the events of the 
Strange night were cautious. 

“| think Maivia surprised 
everyone tonight,” he said, 
carefully caressing the bruises 
inflicted on his boyish face.

community. Managed by the 
hated Gary Hart, Krupp has 
used his personal German 
methods to make a deep 
impression on many of the U.S. 
wrestling regions. Few 
rulebreakers are as ruthless. 
Few good guys so successful. 
The question wrestling is 
asking is, “Can Killer Karl 
Krupp and his vicious clawhold 





be stopped?” Only one man had 
the answer that everyone hoped 
to hear. 

“Can Krupp be stopped? Are 
you crazy?” manager Gary Hart 
asked. “The:man wrestles witha 
fire in his gut that drives him to 
marvelous feats of skill, 
strength, and savagery. Where 
other wrestlers have sparks of 
brilliance, the Killer is on fire! 
There is no wrestler in action 
today that can stop him. His rise 
is without hesitiation or 
limitation. He'll go as far as his 
brilliant body and even more 
brilliant manager will take him, 
which is all the way, baby.” 

Manager Hart’s words were 
premature, however. On a 
fateful nightin Texas, Killer Karl 
Krupp was stopped by the most

What this means is that Krupp 
will, and must battle any 


wrestler that promoters can 


match him up with. Not only is 
such a contract lucrative for 
both Krupp and Hart, but the 
terms of the contract scare 
many opponents. “lf he is 
willing to wrestle anyone, he 
must be a madman,” they think. 
The contract, along with
